Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
reports of the several Town Officers. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to elect or 
have the Selectmen appoint road commissioners for 
the ensuing year, and how many. 


Art. 4. To- choose Town Officers for the énsuing 
year, 


Art. 3. To 'see if the town will vote to assess the 
sum of three thousand one hundred and ninety ‘two 
dollars, $3,192.00 raised by loan for three town road. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to assess the 
sum of One thousand five hundred dollars, $41,500.00 
raised by loan for Bog Mill School house. 


Art. 7. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of Common 
Schools for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 8. To ‘see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of Free High 
School for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for textbooks for the ensuing 
year.

0 the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 


of the Town of Buxton: 
I hereby submit the annual report. 


The securing of thoroughly competent teacher is 
the most serious problem in education today. The 
change in the school law whereby- the teaching per- ° 
mit has been done away with is very commendable. | 
Uncertified teachers are not allowed to teach. Certi- 
ficates are obtained by taking the state examinations 
or by maintaining a satisfactory grade in a six weeks 
summer course at normal school. 


It is difficult to make good progress in school 
work if part of the teaching force is new and un- 
trained each year. Such a large untrained personel 
would not be allowed in any other profession. So we 
are always repeating the experiment of training 
teachers for the work. This is not good for the 
schools and our best teachers are leaving for more 
attractive fields. 


Our schools represent more of an investment to- 
day than ever. All the new improvements help in se- 
curing effective results. But after all the one import- 
ant factor is the teacher who possesses the qualifica- 
tions that meet all the needs and requirements of 
school room and community; and again the teacher 
who understands the responsibility of the profession, 
and the exacting training needed in moulding and 
developing our youth into a high order of citizenship. 
We need an experienced teacher for each position re- 
gardless of the size of the school. Otherwise we shall 
realize only a small part of the return which we 
should have. 
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Repairs 


The lighting conditions were very poor in the 
Groveville School building. This was partly the re- 
sult of the small window ‘space, and the dingy walls 
and ceiling. Then the new attached building shut 
out the light from the rear windows. The school 
work was seriously handicapped especially on dark 
days. The large new windows placed on the left of 
the pupils secure the proper amount of light for all 
parts of the room. The painting and cleaning of the 
interior have helped the lighting conditions. This 
work has been done in a very satisfactory manner 
and rendered this building much more attractive in 
appearance. New light colored window shades have 
been secured, which will admit the proper amount 
of diffused sunlight. 


The interior of the Scarboro Corner School has 
been cleaned and renovated. The walls and ceiling 
were dingy and unsightly. The school room has been 
ereatly improved in appearance by painting the walls 
a light tint and a better light is now secured... The at- 
tendance in this school has been: 5 from Buxton and 
14 from Scarboro, respectfully, for the Fall Term. 
11-16 of the expense, pro rata is now paid by Scar- 
boro. Although the larger enrollment is from Scar- 
boro,. yet this is a Union School under control of 
Town of Buxton. We are required to keep this build- 
ing in condition. 


New outbuildings have been built and attached 
at Salmon Falls. The old shed will be utilized for 
storage of fuel. It was necessary to purchase addi- 


‘tional land on which to erect this building. It is re- 


gretted that many of our schools lack suitable yards 
and playgrounds. The covered compartments of the 
new building protect the health of the children, and 
the pupils are under the surveilance of the teacher. 
The main building will need to be shingled another 
year. The law expects all work on Or Eee to 
be completed by 1927. 


Several of the old desks in: the Bar Mills Gram- 
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der the oversight of the teacher. The Kaustine Toil- 
mar room were in a badly broken condition. It 
seemed desirable to purchase new adjustable desks, 
and to use the rest of the old desks in other schools 
where they were needed. The desk’s purchased were 
similar to those used in the Bog Mill Building. 


The effects that the arrangement of rooms, san- 
itation, ventilation, heating, and general hygiene 
have upon the health and progress of school work 
have changed our ideals in regard to school houses. 


The new building at Bog Mill was planned ac- 
cording to State requirements. The room is of stand- 
ard width 23 ft., and the Eight ft. windows on one 
side to the left of the pupils secure correct lighting. 
The law requires that the glass surface of the win- 
dows be equal ‘to at least 1-5 of floor space. Ample 
basement room furnishes space for storing fuel. The 
modern adjustable desks were dark brown in color. 
This dark color prevents the light from being reflect- 
ed to injure the eyesight. The new window ‘shades 
were light in color, and of excellent material. The 
dark shades which have been used in some buildings 
exclude too much light. The new Smith Heater has 
been placed in the school room, where it will be un- 


Now that our buildings are in better condition, 
it is hoped that the teachers will give better attention 
to the preservation of school property, and routine 
work in general. We have a report that the fire haz- 
ard in the schools in this ‘state has been greatly re- 
duced this year. This undoubtedly has been the re- 
sult of proper precautions in care of buildings. Dur- 
ets are absolutely sanitary and comply with the state 
law. These toilets are installed in the basement of 
the building. To have attached outbuildings would 
have been expensive and difficult. 


The old stove at Chicopee was in such a condi- — 
tion as to be a menace to the school from the stand- 
point of fire, and the building was not properly heat- 
ed. So a new stove was purchased for this building. 
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ing the present year the conditions in our schools in 
this respect have been on the whole very commend- 
able. 


In the Fall Term, the old cess pool was found to 
be ‘filled and: unfit tor use’ in’ the HIGH - SCHOOL 
BUILDING. After carefully considering the situa- 
tion if seemed wise to. install a septic tank as the 
best solution of the problem of the disposal of the 
drainage from this building. In the past the school 
lot had been partly drained under the adjoining horse 
sheds. The new arrangement of attaching a septic 
tank to the cess pool will be much more sanitary in 
disposal of the overflow by proper drainage. The re- 
pair account was not large enough to meet all of the 
unexpected situations that have arisen this year, but 
from the standpoint of public health it was impossi- 
ble to delay this repair, and it seemed unwise to ex- 
pend money on a temporary repair in this case. 


In our schools we are needing library books to 
correlate with the English courses in addition to 
reference books with which we are fairly well 
equipped. The right kind of reading material is an 
important part of education. A few of the best books 
should be purchased each year as the foundation of 
a school library. 


The teachers have done good work this year with 
the “Modern Health Crusader”. This work not only 
teaches health, but secures health objectives. The 
new physiologies recently adopted are in keeping. 
with the new trend in this all important subject, in 
teaching health habits. 


The new readers can be used with application in 
silent reading and study methods. The new “MAINE” 
books will be a source of knowledge relative to our 
own state. While the books on eitizenship will pro- 

vide information regarding our constitution. There 
has been a lack of knowledge relative to our govern- 
ment and institutions. 
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Some of the best drills that we have employed 
in our schools have been the new test outline map’ 
in Geography. These maps work along the line of 
visualizing places for the pupils. The old wall maps 
were oul of date and many were badly worn. New 
wall maps of Europe have been secured. These maps 
have excellent clear cut boundary lines in sharp 
contrasting colors and are kept in durable steel cases. 
The new historical and political charts form a very 
comprehensive means of teaching the background of 
American History. Map work is an essential part of 
the study of Geography and History. 


An intresting set of picture reference books on 
“WONDERS OF THE PAST” will be helpful in the 
Study of Ancient History in the High School. The 
magazines for the reading table will keep the pupils 
well informed on the contemporary events in the 
world of today. While the volumes of Debates will 
supply source material for the study of civics and the 
new questions in government. 


We appreciate the support of our schools which 
has afforded these constructive educational courses. 
And the efforts of our teachers in improving them- 
selves for the profession. - The training which is most 
helpful to teachers includes courses in academic sub- 
jects, in Psychology, and in Principles-of Education 
and Teaching Methods.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF SAMUEL D. 
HANSON HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superin- 
tending School Committee: 


I hereby submit my first annual report as Principal 
ot Samuel D. Hanson High Schol. 


Our enrollment this yead shows an increase over 
that of last year, twenty-three boys and thirty-four 
girls being enrolled as pupils. The attendance thus far 


has been exceedingly good although the percetage of 


attendance for the fall term has been cut low because 
of the transferring of several pupils. The following 
pupils have not been absent, tardy or dismissed :—

At the beginning of the Fall Term measures were 
taken to check the ever increasing habit on the part 
of the pupils of arriving at the school building to early 
in the morning and remaining after school hours. We 
ruled that pupils should not arrive before eight o’clock 
and that they should leave directly at the close of school 
unless required to remain for make up work. This has 
been the practice throughout the year and in my opin- 
ion has contributed largely to an increase in efficency 
in the school system. 
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At the end of each six weeks ranking period an 
Honor List is posted. Following is the Honor List for

The courses of study this year are precisely the 
same as those offered during previous years. Book- 
keeping is to be given the entire year instead of for one- 
half year.. At present this course is open to seniors. 
I believe this course could well be placed in the second 
or third year and a course in General Business or Ad- 
vanced Mathematics be offered during the fourth year. 
A ten minute period each day is devoted to physical ex- 
ercises.On iair days last fall we often went out of 
doors to take exercises. A ten minute period each day 
is given to instruction in penmanship. We are fortun- 
ate in having so capable an instructor in Miss Hutchin- 
son. Since there is not room to seat all of the pupils 
in the main room Miss Libby has assisted materially in 
this department. | 


This year we adopted a home room system of seat- 
ing pupils. First year pupils have been assigned to the 
smaller rooms. Opening exercjses are conducted in 
each of the three rooms. This allows a short study 
period each day before classes begin. On one day each. 
week we have general assembly. ‘his affords a general 
get-to-gether for the week and allows an opportunity 
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for announcements, general information, rallies, and 
singing. 3 


The High Sschool is represented this winter by its 
first Basket-Ball Team. The Team has already made 
a creditable showing in spite of the fact that two or three 
years are required in the building up of a good team. 
We have attractive uniforms for our players. The 
‘ umiforms were purchased in part by the interested and 
loyal citizens thus showing that basket-ball even though 
a new activity, is meeting with popular favor. For the 
school itself I believe that athletic competition properly 
conducted, is of vital importance. It not only furnishes 
an incentive for holding the pupil in school but promotes 
a mental, moral and physical training which is absol- 
utely beneficial. 


_ The annual production of the Senior play took place 
December 18th at the town hall before a capacity audi- 
ence. It was repeated at Bar Mills, January 23rd and 
at Groveville, January 30th. In connection with the 
preparation of the play too much credit can not be given 
Miss Hutchinson. The splendid success of the play was 
in no small way due to her untiring efforts and careful 
supervision.

Our Library is an exceptionally good one, it con- 
tains an abundance of material and is one of which the 
school may well be proud . 


In the light of further improvement and develop- 
ment I strongly advise the use of electricty in the lab- 
oratory. With the purchasing of some electrical ap- 
paratus from time to time , the science course can be 
nade entirely more practical and more interesting, to- 
gether with a view to placing our science courses on a 
level. with the leading high schools of the state. On 
clear days there is sufficient light in the building but on 
dark stormy days in winter the light is poor and good 
work is hampered. Yet this is not the only reason why 
lights should be provided. The use of the building for 
any civic purpose or school function in the evening is 
entirely out of the question under present conditions. 
If the building was provided with lights an evening 
school might be conducted for a few weeks each year. 
I believe parents. should visit the school often and in- 
spire an interest on the part of the pupils by showing 
an interest in them while at work. I recommend holding 
an evening session once each term for the benefit of 
parents and interested friends. I believe this costum 
which has proved beneficial in many communities would 
tend to bring parent, teacher and pupil into close con- 
tact. Since I have been principal of your High School 
not. one parent. has visited the schoola qct mvaicn a.
